EQUIPMENT USED
Lifeguard tube, back board, AED, ADA Lift, First Aid Kit, whistle, CPR Mask, Bag Valve Mask, and
Oxygen.

JOB LOCATION
The majority of the job takes place at the Merrifield Pool Complex. Coverage for special events and
festivals is required as necessary.

PHYSICAL REQUIREMENTS

Employee must be able to stand, walk, and climb stairs, stoop, bend, and lift up to 25 pounds unassisted.
The employee must have the ability to accommodate to changing climate including inclement and sunny
weather.

ENVIRONMENTAL/WORKING CONDITIO NS
Employee will work in a city facility and/or park. They will work indoors and outdoors in various weather
conditions.
